No. F.3-4/88-D.3(L).—1. 'Ihe Taraqqi-e-Urdu Board, 
which was first set up in 1969 by the Government Resolu¬ 
tion No. E. 6-41/69-IL.II had been reconstituted at different 
intervals.

2. The functions of the Samiti will bo to advice the Minis¬ 
try of Laibour and its Attached and Subordinate offices on 
matters relating to the piogreuive use of Hindi for Official 
purpoees.
